Stokehold a Scene of Battle For Life, 


as Coal Heavers, Half Submerged, 


W orked to Keep Steam Up. 


Savannah, Ga., Aug. 31. — To the 
heroism 
of 
sixteeu-year-old 
“Jack” 
Scheetz, of Philadelphia, wireless op­ 
erator on the steamship Lexington, of 
the Merchants and Miners’ Transpor­ 
tation company, the passengers aud 
crew of the liner owe their lives. 
During the fight of 
Hie 
steamer 
against the storm two firemen are re­ 
ported to have been burned to death 
aud a third terribly scalded. First Of­ 
ficer Chamberlain sustained a fracture 
of his right shoulder. 
The Lexington was hound from Sa­ 
vannah to Philadelphia 
For twenty- 
four hours the ship battled desperate­ 
ly against the hurricane, finally being 
driven aground. But for the heroism of 
Wireless Operator Sheetz there would 
have beeu no chance of rescue. After 
the storm 
had 
wrecked the boat’s 
wireless station Sheetz climbed into 
the rigging and adjusted his instru­ 
ments, flashing the call* for help. 
The signals were caught by the 
Yamaeraw, which hastened to Hunt­ 
ing island. 
Seheetz was in imminent peril of 
his life while operating the wiieless, 
the wind almost tearing him from his 
insecure position. The young man was 
utterly 
exhausted 
bv his desperate 
work. 
The steamer was held for hours in 
the grip of the hurricane, with Cap­ 
tain Connelly almost naked and half- 
frozen standing at the wheel. 
Pilot 
house glasses were turned in every di­ 
rection. while stokers working des­ 
perately, stood to their armpits iu wa­ 
ter in an effort to increase the pres­ 
sure of twenty-five pounds of steam to 
a sufficient power to enable the ves­ 
sel to steer away from the treacherous j 
shore. 
The l^xington was unequal to the I 
great battle against the odds of wind 
and water, and was blown toward the | 
shore and grounded. 
It is feared she 
will be a total loss. 
Captain Connelly, a veteran in the 
service of the Mer* hants and Miners’ 
line, declares that the hurricane was 
the worst of his experience at sea. 
Ile claims, and his statement is at­ 
tested by the first mate and steward, 
that the wind came in gusts, at times 
making 
about Un miles 
an hour. 
Three times in one hour the entire 
hull of the Bexington wa* completely 
lost to view-. 
With the craft at the 
mercy of the elements, because it was 
Impossible to make the least headway, 
great seas were swept down on the 
how, covering her from stem to S te ? n 
All passengers w e e huddled in the 
social hall, equipped with life pre 
•-ervers. 
Passengers incessantly prayed for 
abatement of the storm, ami when the I 
government steamer hove in sight a I 
mighty cry of relief went up from the 
sorely stricken people on the loxing 
ton 
When the captain realised the 
danger of the liner breaking up at any 
moment he had life preservers strap 
ped to every j*assenger.

A military counsel was beld at the 
villa of Lieutenant General Heilehaut, 
the minister of war, st which the cora 
inundant* of all the frontier defenses 
and other military authorities were 
present. 
The conference was called to c on­ 
sider measures to preserve the neu­ 
trality of the country in the event of 
war between France and Germany, so 
as to prevent the violation of Belgian 
territory by either combatant or by 
Great Britain, should that country be­ 
come involved in the conflict. Nothing 
so far has been disc losed regarding 
Hie decision of the council. 
Great military activity has been in 
evidea* e the last two days. Supplies 
of shells for the frontier forts and 
rifle ammunition have been sent for­ 
ward, and additional batteries of artil­ 
lery and 
rapid fire girns have been 
shipped to reinforce the posts on all 
roads leading to th** German frontier. 
Specific 
instructions, it is under­ 
stood, have l»een sent to the com­ 
manders of 
troops 
concerning the 
blowing up of bridges and the de­ 
struction of railways should there be 
war.

No Requirem ents For Publicity of In­

the house of representatives. 
The law requires the tiling of imli 


vldual expense* statements and pledge* 
of appointments, hut it is apparently 
left to lite disc retion of the secretary 
of Hie senate or tile c lerk of the house, 
as the case may he, to dec ide w hether 
these statements shall be given to tile 
public. 
Tile publicity law of IB lo requires 
that the expenses of campaign com­ 
mittees "shall lo* a (tart cif a public 
rec (ire!" in Hie off!* e of lite 1 lerk of Hie 
house, "and shall he op. n to public in- 
spec Hon." 
The statc*inents received from fieua 
tors M artin and Swanson will be tor- 
warded to Sec cf tr. Bennett in New 
York. W h at construction he w ill plac e 
upon the* new law is not known.

was generally understood during the 
preparation of the new law, amending 
the act of PH'*, Hint the* amendments 
were designed to give a< taal publicity 
to the individual expenses of candi­ 
date's for tile f-enate or the house ut 
representatives.

TIME TO AID WOUNDED TREES 


Usa Csmsnt Bandages and Praaarva tha 
Glorious Old Groan Pyramid*. 


Late August is the time to watch 
your valuable old shade and fruit trees 
Watch for the hollow trunk, the bro­ 
ken limb or the exposed wound where 
fungi may enter and ruin the stately 
old friend. 
From any wound remove all the de­ 
cayed wood, with a chisel and adz. to 
the sound, hard wood, and smooth off 
the edges of the cavity to allow the 
free growth of the Inner bark. 
After the cavity has been thoroughly 
cleaned out, disinfect it with corrosive 
sublimate, 
creosote 
or 
even 
paint. 
Creosote Is better, as it penetrates far­ 
ther Into the wood. The cavity should 
now be filled with concrete, oue part 
portland cement to two parts sand. 
Make it thin. so that it can be poured 
In at the top of the opening. 
When 
the cavity is large It Is necessary to 
re enforce the concrete by placing iron 
bars across the Inside. 
It Is also best 
to drive lurge mills part way in around 
the inside, and this enables the con­ 
crete to adhere better to the trunk. 
As the filling shrinks considerably in 
large cavities the walls should be first 
coated with a thick layer of tar. This 
expands and fills the shrinkage crack, 
milking the cavity air tight 
There is 
now* no chance for any disease to enter 
and get in its work 
After the filling lias set a little the 
surface should be smoothed off even 
with the inner bark. 
In a few years 
the cambrtum will completely cover 
tile filling, making a good looking tree.
